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CHAPTER I. 

General and Political. 


1. Principal Events . — The year under report was one of continued prosperity 
and well-being in Bikaner. It was marked by two great events, both of which 
were without a precedent. The first was the e-ver-memorablo Imperial Durbar hold 
at Delhi by His Imperial Majesty the King-Emperor for the purpose ot making 
known to the Princes and People of India the solemnity of his Coronation. 
The second was the celebration at Bikaner itself of the twenty-fifth auuiversary 
of the accession of His Highness the Maharajah to the Gadi of the State. 

2. His Highness attended the Imperial Durbar in three capacities, first 
as one of the leading Ruling Princes in response to an invitation from His 
Excellency the Viceroy, second as a Member of the Committee responsible for 
the arrangements at Delhi and third as an Aide-de-Camp to His Imixjrial 
Majesty the King-Emperor. His Highness •was present at all the ceremonies 
held at Delhi on the occasion of the Imperial visit, either with his principal 
Sardars and Officers, as the Ruler of Bikaner or in personal attendance on His 
Imperial Majesty. 

3. Bikaner, in common with the rest of India, had its local celebrations in 
honour of the great event at Delhi. A Durbar was hold at the capital on the 
12th of December 1911, the day of the Imperial Diurbar, at which the Royal 
Proclamation was read both in English and in the vernacular by the senior officer 
present, and an Imperial Salute of 103 guns was fired. The Proclamation was 
also read on the same day in all other principal towns of tho State by the 
senior local officer, and as at Bikaner, a portrait of His Imperial Majesty was 
exhibited to the assembled people. A review of His Higlinoss’s forces was hold, 
prisoners were released, school children were feasted, and the poor were fed. 
Illuminations were general and prayers -were offered in the temples and tho 
mosques. The 7th of December, the day of the State Entiy of Their Imperial 
Majesties into Delhi, was observed as a public holiday as well as tho 12th 
December. 

4. His Highness tho Maharajah w-qs created a Knight Grand Commander of 
the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India ( G. C. S. I. ) on the day of the Corona- 
tion Durbar, and was invested with tho Insignia of this high degree by His 
Imperial Majesty in person at the Investiture held in the King Emperor’s Camp 
at Delhi on the evening of the 14th December 1911. 

The Honours received on tho same occasion by Bikaner subjects were : — 

(1) The title of Rao Bahadur was conferred on (1) Thakur (now Raja) 
Hari Singh of Mahajan, Public Works Member of the Slate Council, 
and (2) Thakur Rughuvar Singh, formerly Revenue Member, as a 
mark of appreciation of the services rendered by them in the adminis- 

* tration of Bikaner. 

(2) Diwan Bahadur Seth Kastur Chand Daga was created a Knight 
Commander of the Most Eminent Order of the Indian Empire 
(K. C.I. E.) 

5. Tho celebration of the 25th Anniversary of His Highness the Maharajah’s 
accession was carried out with great rejoicing tliroughont the State and at tho

'To even realise properly all tliat His Hijjlmess’s rule lias meant for ilie State would !«• 
(lifEcult enough ; while to attempt any statement of it would ho almo't an imj)D?sih]o 
task. I shall, therefore, merely confino myself to faying that the revenue h:i= 
leaped up by lakhs and more than donblotl itself, while peace and smiling prosperity 
now almost universally prevail where internal rebellion and other grave trouble' 
previously cast their bleak shade. 1 should like tliongh ju«t to add a word about 
what nlway.s .strike.s mo as perhaps one of tho most distiuctivo results of His Higlt- 
ne‘-s’s rule. There is probably no Slate in India whore tho immemorial culture and 
genius of tho East and tho traditions of tho Ilulcr and his race aro more happilv 
blended than they aro in Bikaner, with tho sign.s, the energy and the practical 
activity of tho IV^ost. Evidences of this result are to bo seen in every direction ; in 
fact, of Bikaner, it can, 1 think, quite truly be siiid that good healthy tradition and 
reform are, so to speak, the warp and tho woof of the administration. 

Some of you horo possihl}" know already that tliero is to ho a largo distribution of boons 
and reliefs in commemoration of this occasion, in addition to honours and privilege' 
which havo l)eon published this morning; and His Highness has been kind ouougli 
to show mo in advance a list of those boons; but ns they will ho shortly announced 
in this very Durbar I will not refer to them further than to say that horo again you 
will find a prescient and cautious blend of East find West in tho bestowal by His 
Highness of certain iiuporiant political rights on his people, in tho hope, I feel 
sure, that lio may in sonio measure prepare them for tho rising tide of political 
advancement which has now set in this direction from (ho West, and which mu'i 
almost inovilahly ovortako them in tho future. I now bog to offer to Your High- 
ness, on behalf of every one hero, heartiest coiigratulations on all tho circumstance-' 
of tho jiresont occasion, and most sincoro wishes for tho wolfaro of Your Highnes-', 
Y^our Highness’s Family and your State .and people in tho future.” 

11. His Highness’s reply ■was as follows : — 

•• Colonel Windham, llajvts, Sirdars, Officials and Gentlemen , — 1 wish in all humility to 
oflor my devout thanks to Almighty God that Ho has in His grace so willed that 1 
should to-day oomplcto twontj-livo years of my reign and that Ho should have 
blessed the State and its Administration with success in our many important 
undertakings. 

Colonel Windham, 1 bog you will accept my warmc.st and most sincere thanks for v<'ur 
very friendly congratulations and for the most cordial terms in which you linvc 
expressed them and in which you have referred to my administration, I am sure. 
I and my people all value the congratulations of tho British Besidont on such an 
occasion, hut wo woloomo them all tho more as coming from an officer wlio, hv 
repeated practical demonstrations of histact.synij'athy, and genuine friend.ship, ha-* 
become deservedly popular in Jodhpur and Bikaner and, as I also know, in 
Jey.suhner and Sirohi, of which States he is also tho Be.sidont, It is moreover a 
great pleasure to me personally to receive congratuiations from n friend of such 
old standing. 

■“ The Kesidcnl has alluded in approciativo terms to the work which iMr. Brian Egeriou 
did in Bikauor as my Tutor and Guardian. Ho referenco in Colonel Windham’.' 
speech could have boon more plnnsing to mo, for, recognizing a.s I gratefully do 
how muoh I owe to the c.are and ability and thoroughness with which Sir. Egerton 
laboured in grounding me in .all the intric.acies and del.ails of my future work and

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“ I am personally not given to self-aggrandisement and onr work of the past fourteen years 
so far as I have been concornod lias been carried on unostentatiously. Self- 
advertisement and paper reforms arc abhorrent to mo and I have always endeavoured 
to face facts as they aro and not as fancy would depict them. 

“ When however the necessity foractionhas been clear, I ha%-o disregarded opposition and 
have tried to follow without doubt or hesitation the path that duty and conscience 
have dictated. It is in this spirit that J have considered the boons, which if is my 
desire to confer on my subjects on this memorable occasion. These will bo read out 
to you by the Home Member and are published in detail in the State Gazette. 

“ The most important announcement amongst the boons is that relating to the people's 
Representative Assembly. The reasons for the same aro already explained in the 
notification in the Gazette announcing the boons, viz., my conviction that Rulers and 
the ruled have an equal interest in the well-being of tho State and that, therefore, 
as they prove themselves fit, tho ruled have a right to have a progressive voice and 
share in the Government. 

“ To their great glory and honour, tho British Government has sot a noble example in this 
direction to the entire modem world. Tlio end and aim of all Govomments is, and 
ought to bo, tho good of tho people, and that Government justifies itself host which 
secures tho greatest possible good of the greatest possible number of tho people 
entrusted to its care. It is my firm conviction that tho possibilities of .achieving 
such a result are vastly greater under a aystem of government which is carried on in 
consonance with tho wishes and opinions of tho people and where possible with the 
advice and consent of its subjects, or their chosen representatives. I can say with 
all sincerity that I have in tho past fourteen years consulted tho leaders of tho variou.s 
communities whenever occasion demanded it and have not only freely consulted them 
but have equally freely welcomed their candid opinions and honest criticisms. And 
needless to say I and tho State Administration have paid all duo consideration and 
regard to such opinions and criticisms. 1 believe that I can also with equal correct- 
ness state that I sowed tho first seeds of a government on the system to which I 
have just referred, when tho Kovonuo Conference was expanded in 1008 info an 
Administrative Conference, where apart from tho Members of Council and Secreta- 
ries of tho Durbar and tho Heads of the various Departments, I made a practice of 
inviting some private gentlemen to attend tho annual meetings, to take part in its 
deliberations and to submit proposals for the advancement of tho State and its people. 
I should have boon glad, had circumstances permitted, to have added a larger number 
of, what I might term, non-official members to this Administrative Conference, but 
that for tho time being was rendered difficult by tho unhappy political disturbance 
which a few years ago occurred in a cert,ain important section of tho subjects of the 
State. Much valuable time was therefore lost and now that conditions aro again 
normal, 1 decided that it was best to move a distinct step forward, instead of merely 
adding to tho Administrative Conference. 

“• And in coming to this conclusion 1 was influenced by another consideration. The 
Administrative Conference was after all too much of an official body, and for th" 
greater part an Administrative Institution, and ii had no powers beyond submitting 
proposals. 

I can conscientiously say that had tho education of the people in general and their public 
training been higher, I should have gladly welcomed the assistance in the Admini- 
stration, of a Legislative Assembly or a Legislative Council in the trne son=e of the 
word, but I have no desire to do anything which would bo unreal or which would 
make ns tho laughing-stock of the world. I can safely promise for my.=elf that 
should tho lime come for it, whether it bo in five years, or ten years or more, when 
the people have shown themselves fitted for it, 1 shall bo only too pleased to oxtend 
tho powers and duties that are now proposed to bo entrusted to the people's Re- 
presentative Assembly. All that I aim at, at present, in sanctioning the scheme is to 
give my subject' not so much an immediato power or voice in tho Adrainistrnfion 
as to initiate a system under which they will bo trained to become offident mcmlwr- 
of a really Roprcsontalive Assembly with, when the time comes, powers considerahly 
enhanoed beyond those laid down in tho present scheme. 
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“ Perhaps I might here attempt to explain the general constitution and duties of tlio 
Beprosentativo Assembly as it tvill be to start ■with, A great many details have 
yet to bo worked out and 1 do not think it will he possible to inaugurate the meeting 
of the Kepresenative Assembly untilJanuary or February of next year at the 
earliest, but I might state, subject to any alteration in minor details that may have 
to be made when the scheme is completed, that the Assembly will consist of some 
20 to 30 members composed of ex-o^do and nominated, as well as elected, members. 

“ While there will bo no restrictions as to c.aste or creed, and endeavours will bo made 
with a view to having the various important communities represented on its body, 
I liave no thonght of giving auj- special privileges in the way of nomination or 
election on the grounds of religion, because, as His Excellency the present Viceroy 
said in a speech, which he made shortly after his arrival in India, ‘ special 
privileges to one class arc synonymous with corresponding disabilities to others.' 

“ As regards their powers I hope- to be able to give this Assembly exactly the same 
powers as the Imperial Legislative Council of His Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India as regards the right of interpellation, of moving 
resolutions, as well ns of submitting private Bills, the difference being that a copy 
of the sanctioned budget will be laid on the table of the Assembly and any 
suggestions and remarks offered by the Assembly will be dul}' considered by the 
Durbar later. In regard to legislative mejisurcs, pri'v-nio jnombers will have the 
right, subject to the usual conditions, of discussing State Bills and of presenting 
Bills to the Assembly and of proposing amendments and expressing their opinion. 
Tliesc Bills will bo de.alt uith by me in Council in the same -n-ay ns is done now,. 
Except, therefore, in cases of emergency, no Bills will be passed unless they have 
first been discussed in the Representative Assembly. As regards the budget, the 
Assembly will have nearly the same powers ns the Imperial Legislative Council 
under the Indian Councils Act of 1892. 

“ The ultimate jiowor of accepting or rejecting their resolutions or recommendations 
rests with the Ruler and the Durbar. 

“ If follows that when the views of the Representative Assembly on matters of legislation 
and the budget come before mo and the Durbar, they will naturally receive due 
consideration and according as the Assembly conducts its business with loyalty, 
dignity, public spirit and self-sacrifice, so will its opinions and proposals receive 
more weight and consideration, ^ 


“ No similar Assembly could start under bettor auspices. It has not only the sincere good- 
will of myself and the SIcmbers of my Administration, but we all welcome its 
members as partners in the responsible duties of administering and strengthening the 
State. 


“ The future of this Afscmbly rests in the hands of God and to a less o.xtent in its own 
hands. Its salvation and that of the Rulor of the State, State itself, and the 
subjects of tlio State, can only be attained by a .system of peaceful evolution to the 
advantage of all concernetl. I can only pray and hope that the confidence which 1 
am reposing in my people in tlius sj)onianoonsly conferring upon them this 
substantial privilege, will bo as warmly reciprocated by a loyal and patriotic 
effort on their part to make tiic experiment a complete success by the sacrifice of 
.'olfi.di intered.s .and by tbfir determination to serve me and my sucees.eors and my 
State with loyalty, faithfulness and devotion. ^I.ay God bles.s this undertaking. 


“ When I heanl frxmi many reliable sources that the people of the State were anxiou 
tlsst the cempb'iion of my 2.a years of reign .should be marked with flic.-'e eelohra 
I gave iny coifont to the p^lposu!s because, altliough it meant bringinj 
otir-elvi-* .siunewhat prominently tK'foro the general public in India, which wA 
c->ntrary t.', the tsslk-y of unostentatious work tvhieh 1 have been pursuing, I fe! 
that the advantages were of a cmsidcrable -importanee. Ajart from the obvinn 
imps;:;, whkb such celebrations give to trade gcnerallv, 1 had great Impes ih-i 
thco. fextivin.,- wouMls. the means of .‘iH „,ore ckselv uniting the variou 
mmrrsts and coinnmnisi« and that ina^mmeh a,« they would he the 'happv mean 



of ■ bringing fhe Baler and the ruled in Bikaner State itill more clo'oly 
together, they would contribute to tnutiml confidence and good-will and thereby 
Fiipport and strengthen my Administration generally. 

" Front my own personal experience and the past traditions of the State and its people I 
know that I could count on the loplty and good-will of all clashes of my pco]tle. 
hut the many demonstrations and proofs in the past few days not only of loyalty 
bat, I hope 1 may saj-, of enthusiastic gowl-trill towards me ami the Members 
of my Family have surpassed all my expcclafions. I need hardly say how deeply 
touched and gratified I am and how gratefully I appreciate them. 

■“ My original intention was to have the projier State celebrations in November at a 
better season of the year, and to confine the celebrations on the aciuiil 
tinnivorsary of my accession to religious functions in addition to this one grand 
Durbar; but here tigain the loj’alty of the various classes and communities lia« 
been itistnimontal in making the September festivities almost ns varied and 
numerous as those fixetl for November — the difference heing that the Septemher 
progrnminc consists chieflj' of entertainments and events organized by the general 
public, whilst the November celebrations will be those organized almost entirely 
by the State. 

■“ I am sure every one of my subjects appreciates with me the honour which His 
Excellency the Viceroy is doing us in paying my capital a visit from the 25th of 
November to the 2nd of December to grace the State celebrations which will 
then take place. Tliot all classes and communities of my people will join me in 
extending a most hearty welcome to Lord and Lady Hanlingo I am certain. We 
shall welcome His Excellency not onlj' as the distingnished representative of 
our illustrious and beloved Emperor but also as one wlio, as Viceroy, lias 
shown, in many ways, that he is a friend of the Ruling Chiefs and a well-wisher 
of the States and, above all that, ns an Administrator, he is in true sympathy with 
India and the Indians. 

*' In' conclnslon, Colonel Windham, I am going to entrust yon with a special commission, 
if you will bo so kind .as to carry it out. Alfbough the loyalty of my House 
in the p.ast as well as during my own time is, I liopc, too woll-knom) to require 
any further words from mo on this occasion, I do not think 1 should let this 
opportunity go by without my asking you to send to His Excellency the Viceroy 
for favour of communication to His Imperial Majesty the King Emperor respectful 
messages of our loyalty and devotion to His Imperial Majesty’s Throne and 
Person. I -svciild bog you to say that not only I and my Family, and not only 
every one of my Biithors and other Rajputs in this State, but every man here, is 
inspired with feelings of the deepest and most unflinching loyalty to the British 
Throne, and that our swords are always at His Majesty's command. We all 
pray for the long life and prosperity and every liappiness of their Imperial 
Majesties the King Emperor and the Queen Empress and wc all devoutly liope 
that there are many years still in store of the already brilliant reign which Hi' 
Majesty has so auspiciously commenced. ’’ 

12. The Boons and Reliefs wUicli His Highness 'was graciously pleased to 
confer on the various classes and communities of the State in honour of the 
cfcasion were next announced. They included: — 

(1) The establishment of a Representative Assembly partly ex- 
officio and nominated and partly chosen by a limited elec- 
torate. 

(2) Grant of increased powers to Municipal Boards in the manage- 
ment of local affairs. 

(3) The establishment of Panchayats in selected villages empowered 
to arbitmte in petty civil cases and to report on mattirs of 
importance within their boundaries. 
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(4) Introduction of Hindi as the court language of the State. 

(5) The total abolition of import and, export and transit duties on 
grain. 

(6) Extension of medical relief to the people by the establishment 

of new dispensaries, a Zenana Hospital at the capital and the 

installation of an X Ray apparatus. 

(7) A cash bonus to the non-commissioned officers and men of all 
the Regiments of the State forces and an increment in pay to 
some of them. 

(8) The grant of increased facilities for education : the raising of 
the High School to the status of a College and the provision of 
hostels for the comfort and convenience of students. 

(9) Improvements in the conditions of service for civil employes. 

(10) The grant of domiciliary rights to foreigners residing- in the 

State. ° 


13. There was also a large distribution of local honours and titles, and other 
distinctions, the more important of which being the title of liaja conferred on 
Rao Bahadur Thakur Hari Singh of Mahajan and Thakur Jeoraj Singh of fieri 
and of liao on Thakur Kan Singh of Bhukarka. 


14. At noon alms were distributed to the poor and the sick, and swcotmeats 
to tbo Bchod children. In the afternoon His Highness received addresses of 
congratulation from the sardars, the officials and various communities and 
•s-ocicties. These arc given in exienso in Appendix XIIL All gratefully acknow- 
ledged the blessings of good government enjoyed by them under His Highness’s 
.administration and referred in terms of appreciation to the various improvements 
and reforms that had been introduced. 

15. Later on, towards the evening, the various religious communities form- 

ed processions and went to their respective places of worship to offer prayers for 
His Highness’s long lifo and health. At night the whole city was splendidly 
illuminated. ^ 


IG. On the following day, His Highnc-ss paid a visit in the morning to the 
temple of Sri Karniji, the patron saint of the Rathore Rajputs, atDeshnoke. In the 
evening of the same day was hold the ceremony of opening the new Dnngar 
College building and the distribution of prize.s to the studems. The Colle 
w.as named after His late Highness Maliarajah Sri Dnngar Singly i Bahadur^o 
whom His Highness the iilaharajah paid a warm tribute on this occasion.

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20. Oil the 2Stli the Eurojwan refidents of Bikaner entertained His HighnefB 
at a banquet at the ^'’icloria■ Memorial C'lnb. Lt.-Col, E. St. A. ^^'’ako, on behalf 
of the European community, offered congratulations and good wishes to His 
Highness the Maharajah, “ not as sons of the soil yet as those who had eaten 
his salt” His Highness in reply acknowledged the whole-hearted devotion 
to duty displayed by the British officers in his sen'ice, and briefly touched 
on the many points in common between the Englishman and the 
Kajput. 

21. The celebrations were brought to a close on tho 28fh September, but 
the memory of tho festivities and iho boons, tho boimlj- and the benevolence 
which marked thorn will last for very long in the hearts and minds of the people 
of the State. 

22. Another noteworthy event during the year was the adoption on the 
9th February 1912 of Mabaraj Kumar Sri Bijoy Singhji Bahadur, His High- 
ness's younger son, in tho name and family ol the late Maharaj Sri Ball Singhji 
Bahadur. A Durbar- was held on that day in the Ganga Niwas Durbar Hall at 
which His Highness the Maharajah in tho presence of the Rosidont. and the 
I^Iaharaj Kumar Sri Sadul Singhji Bahadur, the Hoir-Apparent, tied the customary 
‘ Pag ’ (turban) and handed over the sw'ord of the late Maharaj Sahib to Maharaj 
Sri Bijey Singhji Bahadur, as he was now called, and announced the grant of a 
jagir to him. 

23. Malihma K/ias. — Maharaj Sri Bhairun Singh Bahadur, C.S.T., Senior 
and Foreign hlember, was appointed Vice-President of the State Council, as 
a personal office, with effect from the 24th September 1912. the post of Senior 
Member being held in abeyance for the time being. Tho post of the Foreign 
Member will be held by him conjointly with that of tho Vice-President. 

24. The appointment of a Military Member of Council having been 
sanctioned, Licut.-Col. Thakur Hari* Singh of Satlasar, Secretary for tho 
Military Department, was promoted to bo the first Military iMember of Council 
with effect from tho 24lb September 1912, and will also continue to discharge 
the duties of Military Secretary to Ilis Highness. 

25. Babu Bohari Lall, B.A., Secretary to the Council, having been 
dismissed from the State service, Babu Nau Kihal Singh, B.A., was appointed 
to this office ivitli effect from 10th October 1911. 

20. Chief Court. — Babu Kihal Chandra, Chief Judge of the Chief 
Court, having boon permitted to retire from the state service, on account oi 
continued ill-health, with effect from loth August 1912, Miinshi Krijia 
Shankara, Second Judge, was appointed Chief Judge and B.abu Kihul Sin£rh. 
Third Judge, was promoted to be Second Judge with effect from 2Sfh August 
1912, while Munshi Fateh Siiigb. Kazira of Sujang.arh, was appointed Thiid 
Judge, vice Babu Kihal Singh. 

27. Jlaiifehoh/, — Mr. Kaus Riistoinji, M,A.. who as Private Secretary 
to His Ilighn-j'S the Slahar.ajali, .supervised the managements of Hi-s HighncrKs 
Household. w.'i^ permitted to retire from the state service ; but this combinatiLiii 
of duties having been found no longer practicable, a separate post of Conijitroller 
of the Household was created. Subsequently the post of Assistant. Comptroller 
of the HouEehoid was also created. 
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28. Mr. E. D. Cooper, formerly Private Secretary to His Highness the 
i^Iaharajah, was appointed to bo Comptroller of the Household with effect from 
Isl October 1011, and was also given a seat on the State Council as Additional 
Member; while Babu Shiva Govind Singh, who held the post of Assistant 
Private Secretary, was nomiuated - Assistant Comptroller. Subsequently, 
on Mr. Cooper’s proceeding on long ■ leave, Rajkumar Bhairun Singh,

Among the Gharans 63 marriages and 6 Osars were ])erformed. out of which 
in 12 marriages and 2 Osars an infringement of the rules look place. The 
infringements, where serious, were punished with fines, and where not so, 
due warnings were given. These results bear witness to the value of the Sabha.

52. In the latter hall of' the year the post of the fifth Member of the 
Board was combined with that of the Secretary to the Board of Revenue, and 
it was at first held by B. Hardwari Lai, a retired Deputy Collector of the 
United Provinces, for about 2 months, and later when he resigned for 
domestic reasons, by Babu Narain Prasad, a pensioned Tehsildar of the United 
Provinces, for about three months towards the end of the year, when he was 
a]){tointod to be Nazim of Reni.

54. Bainfall and Crops . — The rainfall of the previous year (1910-11), 
which amounted only to 5'87 inches was deficient and much below the 
average. Consequently the condition of the crops was uot good. 

55. Fortunately the year under report was not so unfavourable. The 
rainfall as detailed in Appendix VI amounted to 10 66 inches only, slightly 
below the average of the last 5 years. Kharif sowings were made on a fairly 
large scale, and the harvest prospects, though here and there affected by 
the failure of rain in September, were good when the year cloBodi 

56. General Condtiion of the People . — ^The general prosperity of tlio 
people and their power of resistance to unfavourable conditions had been 
largely increased by concessions and grants-in-aid made from time to time in 
the shape of Taccavi for the purchase of seed and agricultural stock and for 
sinking and constructing irrigation wells and also by substantial remissions of 
land revenue, so that tlic eifects of the failure of the rains in the preceding year 
wa-! not very marked. 

57. The agricultural classes drew upon their reserves of grain and fodder 
while the lahouring classes found, within easy reach, remunerative employment 
on State and private works in progro.ss in towns or important villages, and, 
con«{vquontly, few cared to come to the lest works. ' 

The failure of the autumn rainfall in 1911, however, did load to the 
r=e..'es.>ity for preliminary arrangements to mod a poseiblo scarcity. Constant 
reports were c.illed for from the districts, but fortunately the situation did not 
C ivelop. His Higimes.s neverthelc5.« decided to err rather on the side of

50. None of those ■works attracted any workers except at Chhapar 
where only 8 men and 5 women came. These were drafted to Bikaner to be 
employed' on construction works then in progress, hut they left soon after- 
wards, being professional mendicants and finding the labour incongonial. llis 
Highness was therefore satisfied that the people were in a position to maintain 
themselves and the test works were closed. 

60. Grass and Fodder. — The preceding rains being deficient, the produce 
of grass and fodder was poor. However, with the surplus .slocks of the past 
years, or where none existed, by temporarily moving their cattle to the pasture 
grounds in adjoining tracts outside the State, the cultivators wore able to tide 
over the difficulty. The scarcity was nowhere acute nor was there any abnor- 
mal mortality among the cattle. 

61. Cattle Pounds . — The necessary details in connection with the grant 
of compensation to the Pattedars, referred to in the Report of 1909-10, have 
now been worked out and the question is under consideration of the Durbar. 

62. Jorli . — Owing to the deficient rainfall of the year under report and 
the consequent dearth of green grass in the Jorh preserve the progress of 
the cattle farm was much retarded ; some of the animals died for want of 
green pasturage although every possible care was taken to pro-vide them with 
hay, grain, etc. 

63. Arrangements were afterwards made to remove the animals to the 
Hanumangarh Bir, where there were ample supplies of grass and fodder. 

6-i. The number of cows, bulls and bullocks at the end of the' year 
was 95 and the number of mares in the stud including one stallion 15 af- 
against 107 and 13 respectively in the last year.

70. The percentage of total collections to the total demand was 09-78 
against 78-94 of the previous year, or a fall of 9-10 per cent, in the collections, 
due entirely to deficient rainfall. 

71. licmu^ibns . — Arrears of land revenue outstanding against the Khalsa 
villages of the State for Samvat years 1958 to 1963 were remitted as a 
much-needed aid to the cultivators on the auspicious occasion of His Highnes.^’s 
Silver Jubilee in September 1912. The amounts thus remiited will be adjusted 
in the next year’s account. 

72. Demand and Cullcdions of Tibi Par gava . — The demand and collections 
of this .Pargana are included in the figures given for Suratgarh in 
para. 66 . But the Land Revenue Settlement of the villages of this Pargana 
differs from the rest of the State, owing to the proprietary rights which here 
obtain.

73. I'ram/cr of Lands in the Tihi Pargana . — In this Pargana the quantity 
of land transferred by the proprietors and occupancy tenants during the year 
under report was 62,702 bighas against 30.655 bightis during the preceding 
year, the increase being due to the larger number of new settlers who 
acquired land for agricultural purposes. 

74. Sctllemeiit.— Afi mentioned in the last year’s report, the assessment fit 
the Jama, was provisionally announced, subject to His Highness’s final 
.‘janclion. but when the proposals came up for consideration. His Highne.--.^;. 
being solicitous for the welfai-e of the ryots aud in view of the important 
of the coloni'/ation scheme for the northern portion of the State, decided to 
obtain special expert advice before jiassing final ordcr.s. 

75. Arrangements were consequeiuly made to secure the services of an 
experienced officer, and with the generous assistance of the Government ol 
India aud the Punjab Government, those of Mr. G. D. Rudkin, I.C.S.. 
were obtained, and will, it is hoped, be of much practical value to the 
Durbar in remodelling the whole Revenue system and passing final orders 
on certain difficult and complex questions now pending. 
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76. Tho expendiluro incurred on Ecttlement irorlc during the year tindor 
rej)ort was Rs, 8,606-3-3 against Rs. 31,082-13-6 of the previous year. 

77. Exient of Nantor Xanc?.— During the year under report 65,637 bighas 
and 1.3 biswas of unoccupied waste land were taken up for cultivation as 
against 9.';, ISO bighas and 4 biswas in the preceding year. The decrease was 
partly due to the deficient rainfall, but also to the fact that in the Suratgarh 
district extensive areas of Tinoccupicd waste had alread}' been ■ allotted at the 
time when the new assessment of rates was provisionally announced. This 
.'|uc.«tion along with other scttlcmenl problems is under consideration. 

78. Acqutsiiion of Land. — Daring the year under report 6,581 square 
vards of land was acquired for public purposes in the Bikaner City under the 
l.and Acquisition Act, for which adequate compensation, amounting to 
Rs. 8,852-14-3, was paid to the owners concerned. 

79. Taccavi. — Liberal provision is annually made in the budget for 
taccavd advances, both for tho purchase of seed and agricultural stock and for 
sinking irrigation wells. Tho time for the distribution of tho Taccavi advance.s 
is ordinarily from June to August. As the deficient rainfall in the previous year 
retarded the sowing operations, Rs. 418 only was distributed in that year. As> 
however, the rains were more favourable during the year under report (1911-12), 
the stun distributed was much higher. It was as follows : —

84. A Jagir consisting of 62 villages was granted during the year to 
Maharaj Sri Bijoy Singhji Bahadur. 

Village Hoshnjigsar. — Ono-sixth share resumed on the death of the 
ilukhia under the rules for Huzuri villages was regranted to his heirs. 

Village Loliia. — One-third portion was granted afresh to Satidan and 
graded as a Huzuri village. 

Klietolai. — One-fourth portion regranted to the heirs of Jilegh Singh, 
deceased Mukhia in lieu of their services at the Zenani Deodhi and ciassified 
as a Huzuri village. 

Customs and Excise Dr-rARTMcNT. 

85. The charge of the department Avas held throughout the year by Babu 
Sheo Ghulam, Inspector-General of Customs and Excise. 

86. In addition to Customs and Excise this department deals with : — 

1. Salt. 

2. Saltpetre. 

3. Royalties on stone. 

4. Royalties on Multani Mitti (Fuller’s earth}. 

5. The cess on ghee. 

6. The export duty on cows. 

The realizations on account of Nos. 3 and 4 are transferred to the ilinerai 
Department and dealt with under that head, and No. 5, which is a conservanev 
cess, goes to the Municipalities concerned. Collections under head No. 6, .ire 
utilized for improving the breed of cattle and held as a separate fund.

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SS. The customs revenue thns fell below that of the previous year by 
Ks. 77,556-7-6, This was chiefly due to the failure of Eabi crops in the Surat- 
;rarh XiKamaf, which caused a heavy decrease in the income derived from , 
export duties on oil-seeds and grains alone. The expenditure exceeded that of 
the pre^ous year by Rs. 470-8-9 but was within the budget allotment. The 
ratio of cost to revenue was 5-54 against 5*13 for the foregoing year. 

89. The new Customs Act and Manual together with the revised TarilV 
^imcfioned by the Durbar in the last year TV'ere brought into force at the com- 
mencement of the year and have proved very advantageous. While on the 
one hand, the abolition or reduction of duty on several articles of usefulness 
to the public has been welcomed by traders and by the people in general, on 
ihc other hand, the marked increase of Rs, 1,22,412, in the total receipts of the , 
year has amjily compensated for the loss suffered from the failure of oil-seeds 
and grain crops in the northern districts. 

90. Under this head, mention may be made of the important changes in 
the Customs Tarift' ordered with effect from the let October 1912, but announced 
during the year under report on 24fh September 1912, in connection with the 
auspicious occasion of His Highness’s Jubilee and detailed in the following 
extract from the Bikaner Rajpatra. 

“ Customs duty on the import, export, and transit of grain has been 
levied in the State for a long time, and the present scale was introduced in 
1S9S during the tidministration of the Council of Regency. The highest total 
income from import in one year amounted to Rs, 1,07,503 and from export to , 
Its, 1,24,035 while the average total collections under both the heads taken 
together for f ho. last three years come to Rs. 1,06,880. His Highness, however, 
considering that in years of plenty these duties tend to, restrict trade and in 
years of draught to increase the suflerings of his people, is pleased to direct 
that all duties on grain, import, exjiort and transit, be totally abolished with 
•'ffocl from the Ist October 1912. 

For the further ease of his people, especially of the mercantile 
.•ommunity. His Highness is pleased to sanction the following changes in the 
i.'tistoms Tariff ; — 

Abolition of Customs duty on; — 

(«) Jewellery whether imported for sale or private use. 

(5) Gold and silver ornaments intended for private use, ; 

(f) All sown cloths imported as personal effects. 

Id) Reduction of Customs duty on copper from Rs. 3 to Rs. 2-4-0 
per maund. 

(c) Reduction of royalty on Dulmera stone, from Rs. 25 to Rs. 2 
per wagon, and the removal of restrictions of free sale with 
certain safe-guards to provide for State requirements.”

93. As mentioned in the report for the year 1907-03. a representation wa^- 
fiiadc to the Government of India for a revision of the Salt Agreement on 
account of the considerable loss suffered by the Duibar in consequence of the 
reduction of the duty on salt. The matter is still the subject of corrcbpondcnce. 
but from the sense of justice of the Government of India a decision favourable 
Jo the State is confidently hoped for. 

94. Opium . — The revenue under opium comprises ; — • 

(1) Import duty. 

(2) License fee. 

9.0. Till the end of the-previoiis year, which was marked by the introduc- 
tion of certain reforms in excise, the import duty on opium was included in 
the Customs Bevenue and levied at Rs. 205 per maund, the rates for license fees 
being Rs. 2 for the wholesale and Re. 1 for the retail vend, respectively. 
Importation of opium and its sale for consumption within the State wa.s 
free on payment of the prescribed customs duty and license fee. As in 
(he case of country liquor dealt with during the prerious year, the introduction 
of a change in the arrangements regulating the supply and sale of opium was 
recommended by Mr. J. H. Cox, C.I.E.. I.C.S., and the replacement of the old 
arrangements by a contract system similar to that in force in certain other 
States was decided upon, 

96. The contract for the supply and sale of opium was therefore on 
certain conditions given to Messrs. Gulab Singh and Khia Singh of Shikarpiir, 
Sindli, and to Roshan Das of Bhawalpur for three years on payment of 
Rs. 81,500. The contract came into force just as ihe year commenced. Before 
throe months were over however, complaints became general regarding the 
quality of the opium supplied and the contract was therefore cancelled. 

97. Owing to general dissatisfaction with the neiv system, the old one 
was reverted to with enhanced customs duty to compensate for the loss entailed 
by the change.

09. The customs duty collections fell short during the year under rojwrt 
hr Rs. 10j760-12-G. This was duo to the fact that in the preceding year opium 
was imported in largo quantities by the dealers in anticipation of the 
revision of the tariff. The amount under license fee includes contract money 
(for 3 months Rs. 6,937-11-9). The total income during the year was loss 
than that in the pre\*iouB year by Rs. 3,668-0-11. 

Excise. 

100. AMari, i. e.. countrt/ liquor . — ^The altered arrangements, described 
in the previous year’s report, under which local distillation was stopped 
and supply of liquor was taken over as a State monopoly have worked smoothly 
.since their introduction in January 1911.

102. Tiie not income as shown above is rising steadily owing to a botlcr 
chock on illicit distillation and better control of the supplies. Compared with 
the average income for the last 10 years under the old system there is an 
increase of Rs. 31,217. 


103. The total income from Excise during the year under report was 
Rs. 48,114-4-7 against Rs. 43,344-12-3 in the previous year *. But against the 
profits of the year under report there was a sot off ol Rs. 5,000 allowed to the. 
outgoing contractor Khan Bahadur Fraraji N. Suntuk, as compensation for the 
nnoxpirod term of his contract. 


104. The number of liquor shops open at the close of the previous year 
was 58, while at the end of the year under report it stood at 60, a number which 
meets all the present needs of the people. 


105. 14 offences, viz., 12 of illicit import of liquor and 2 of illicit import of 

opium, against the Excise Law were reported in the year under report against 
S in previous year, and 5 cases were pending decision when the year com- 
iiienced. Conviction w.ns obtained in 9 cases. One was dismissed and 9 
remained pending at the close of the year. 


100. The success of the new excise arrangements however has not been 
as complete as it might have been owing to the illicit import of considerable 
quantities of liquor from places situated beyond the Eastern border of Jaipur 
and Jodhpur. The enporvising staff finds considerable difficulty in bringing 
mch smuggling to light, owing to the peculiar physical conditions of the country 
:sTui the habits of the people on cither side of the border. If an understand-

107. Hevii} drugs . — ^Tbe contract for tbe sale of Ganja, Bbang and Oharas 
for 3 years, -witb effect from October 1911 to September 1914, was given 
to Messrs. Gulab Singb and Kbia Singb o*f Sbikarpur, Sindb, and to 
Rosban Das of Bbawalpur State for Es. 21,300. Tbe contract money for tbe 
year under report came to Rs. 7,100 and was realized in full. Tbis, witb 
Rs. 17-6-9 recovered on account of tbe previous j'oar’s arrears, brings tbe 
total income under bemp drugs to Rs. 7,117-6-9, tbe average of last three 
years under tbis bead being fie. 7,224-1-0. 

108, Tbe failure to effect a rise in tbe value of tbis contract is duo to 
lack of competition. 

. 109. Tbo number of bemp drug shops open during the year was 16 
against 15 in the last year. 

110. Saltpetre . — The saltpetre works were put under tbe control of the 
Customs Department in 1910. Since then endeavours have been made by adver- 
tising in tbe newspapers and otherwise to attract contractors, but owing perhaps 
to the peculiar climatic conditions of tbe country, no contractors have yet come 
from outside the State. Tbo industry has for long been practically monopolised 
by two local contractors who belong to tbo same family; and in the absence of 
competition they would naturally not raise their bids. For those reasons tbe 
old contract system was abolished and was replaced by a free license system 
witb enhanced duly on refined saltpetre and a guarantee for a fixed maximum 
of yearly export. Tbe measure was given effect to tentatively from the 
commencement of tbe year under report and tbe financial results as compai’ed 
witb tbe previous year are shown below ; — •

122. The opening balance of the estates under control amounted to 
Rs. 57,112-12-10 and the closing balance to Rs. S7.44<S-4-7. The many 
voluntary applications which are from time to time received for estates to be 
taken under management testify to growing confidence in the administration 
of the Court of Wards. The Durb.ar now contempl.ate a further improvement 
in the working of the Court by the issue of detailed rules. 

Muxicipauties. 

123. The number of Municipalities within the State remained unchanrr- 
od. but their working shows considerable improvement. 

124. The Slunicipal Board of Bikaner was presided over by Lt.-Col. E. St. 
A. Wake, tutor and guardian to the Maharaj Kumar Sahib, except for about 
four months, during which he was with His Highness first at Delhi and second 
at Abu. In these intervals the Board was presided over respectively by the 
officiating Tehsildar of Bikaner and the Kazim of Bikaner. In the Districts. 
Municipal %vork was controlled by the Teh.sildars, the cx-offao PresidentN o' 
the Municip.alities within their respective jurisdictions. 
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125. At Bikaner both the city and outside various measure of local utility 
and interest -were undertaken particularly in view of the Silver Jubilee. The 
roads were repaired and extended, lanes and streets were widened and 
old and ugly looking houses along the main thoroughfares improved. Oil 
lamps were replaced by electric light. Sanitation Wa.s carefully attended to 
and additional conservancy appliances arranged for. 

126. Among the improvements, the most prominent was the opening of the 
King Edward Memorial Road,, with a new Bazar on the main approach from 
the Fort to the city, the most frequented of alt the local thoroughfares. This' 
was realigned and widened, and paved with footpaths on either side. Along- 
side this road as well as in the open spaces near the railway station and the new 
Cuslom.s and Excise offices and the main city gate, shops of .stone of picturesque 
and effective design have been built to replace the old, dilapidated and mis- 
shaped habitations that previously existed there. 

127. Another measure of importance also undertaken by Lt.-Coi. Wake 
was the registering of the houses -within the IMunicipality and affixing 
mimber plates. 

128. The income during the year amounted to Rs. 7,026-4-9 as against 
l\s. ] 2,572-9-9 in the previous year. The reason of this decrease, was a fall in 
the collections of the cess on ghee. 

129. The total expenditure during the year -was Rs. 33,270-5-6 as against 
Us. 28,470-14-6 of the preceding year. The excess in expenditure was mainly 
duo to the high prices of fodder and also to the purchase of new latrines and 
repairs to old ones. 

130. The total revenue of the District Municipalities amounted to 
Us. 16,768-12-0 and the expenditure to Rs. 9,992-7-3, all being self-supporting.

136. During tlio year under report, there was a decline in iinporls and 
exports alike, due to the unfavourable seasons. 

137. Improved railway communications and the recent tariff reforms, 
however, have much facilitated trade, and there arc unmistakable signs of 
steady progre.ss and activity. 

1.38. The local industries of sugarcandy, blanket manufacture, leather and 
ivory work and sculpture, limited though their scope i.s, continued to thrive as 
ijolore, while the jail manufactory retains its reputation for the manufacture of 
earjtets. 

139. So far no woollen or other factory has been started, though the 
question has been under consideration. 

140. Ono or two small flour mills, worked by oil or electric power, have 
been established at the capital. 

141. The working of the scheme for the improvement of slieep and 
cattle continues to receive due attention. The stock of sheep and rams of the 
mixed Merino breed was 203 at the commencement of the year, 49 lambs wen* 
liorn during the year, bringing the total to 218 at tbe close of the year, a^ 
detailed below : —

Out of the 52 bulls purchased from outside for improving the brood of 
cattle, 6 died during the year and 4 were missing, leaving 47 at the close of 
the year. 360 calves of the breed of these bulls were born during the year 
under report, of which 84 died, leaving 276 at the end of the year. 

Post Ojkick. 

142, In the year 1904 when the Durbar agreed to the opening of post 
offices in the State by (he Imperial Postal Depanmont, one of the stipnJation'- 
made was that the official correspondence of this State should be carried free of 
charge. For this purpose a free grant of Service postage stamps of the value of 
lis. 14.000 a year, subject to revision, was fixed. Experience gained durine 
the S years that have elapsed since Ihc introduction oi the Postal Unity iScheine 
has proved that the fixed supply of stamps has generally been inadequate, and 
that extra expenditure has had to bo incurred and inconvenience felt bv 
the various departments whenever the supply of stamps was exhausted or 
not received in lime. The utmost economy and qare is exercised in the use 
of SorA-ico stamps but the fact remains that tho quantity of stamps that wa'^ 
fixed provisionally is short of actual requirements. It is hoped that due 
consideration will be shown by the Government of India to the Durbar's 
representation already made on the subject. 

143. The number of British post offices open in the State at the close 
of the year under report was 23 against 24 of the last year, the one at Jhajhu 
being closed as it was not self-supporting. 
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StAMrs. 

144. The income derived from the sale of stamps during the year under , 
report wasRs. 42,020-14-3 against Es. 48,027-13-0 during the preceding year. 
There was a decrease of Rs. 6,006-14-9 as compared with the year before, due 
to sla-;knoss of trade. 

145. The manufacture, supply and sale of stamps are under the control of 
!ho Accountant General’s Department, while the general working of the. Stamp 
Act and other such matters are supervised by the Revenue Board. 

146. The Stamp Bill revised last year is under consideration and will be 
passed in due course. 

Registuation. 

147. The number of documents received for registration, their detailed 
classification and aggregate values, the gross receipts from registration and 
iho incidental expenses during the year 1910-11 and 1911-12, are shown in 
Ajipondix IX. The number remained almost stationary, there being an 
increase of only one document iii the present year. Mortgage and sale-deeds 
preponderate as usual. The aggregate value of all kinds of property registered . 
fell from Rs. 15,20,329 to Rs. 12,46,650-10-0. This, hoAvever, did not rnako 
much difference in the amount of registration fees realized, the total realiza- 
tions during the year coming to Re. 4,598-14-0 against Rs. 4,464-4-6 of the 
year before. 

148. In addition to this, tho income on account of fees for mutual purchase 

and sale of habitable lauds and houses and on adoption and heirship certificaiCK 
amounted to Rs. 1,07.167-10-6 against Rs. 1,28,590-7-0. Under these last 
sub-heads there is a decrease of Rs. 21,422-12-0. Thus the total receipts under 
the head “ Ti’eyA/nitieu ” were Rs. 1,11,766-8-0 against Rs. 1,33,054-11-6 of the 
preceding year. i

He assumed charlr^" 
of his olTice on 26th April 1912, but unfortunately about four months later he 
resigned on the ground of ill-health, and proceeded to England on medical 
leave. Mr. 0. J. Cunningham. Assistant Engineer, was again ])ul in charge 
of the Department with effect from 17th August 1912. ponding the appointment 
of a permanent incumbent. 

170. The total expenditure in this Department, including eslablishmotit 
charges but excluding t.hose for Irrigation, amounted to Rs. 4.53.772-2-0 as 
against Rs. 3.52,404-10-8 of the last year and Rs. 5,15,428, the Budget 
allotment. Appendix X gives full details .of the expetiditure. 

171. The cost of the works constructed from public subscriptions was Ks. 
50,909-10-3 as shown in the Appendix, but this is not included in the total 
expenditure shown above nor in the Budget allotment. 

172. It is much to be regretted that during the year the Department 
had to labour under many disadvantages. The posts of State Engineer ami 
Assistant Engineer remained practically vacant for the greater part of the period, 
during which, on account of the Jubilee, many urgent and important works were 
in progress.

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Tho deepening of flio Karnisagar well and tlie consequent approhonsion 
of damage to tho plant necessitated tho removal of the old motor pumps which 
wore rc-fitted with a foundation-staging, built on an altogether new system. 
The water pumped at an avor.age of 2 hom-s daily was 66,43,260 gallons.

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No, 2 Staple Shaft the roof of a coal Beam was touched, proving beyond doubt an 
additional area of 178 acres which, calculating the minimum average thiclcncss 
of 20 feet at 100 tons per inch per acre, is expected to yield 42,72,000 
tons of coal. 

The total output during this year was 17,844 tons as against 15,187 
tons in the preceding year. Of this amount 15,.316 tons were sold and 
2,548 tons consumed at the Colliery. The total gross earnings amotmted to 
Es. 57,982 and the working expenses Rs. 56,795, thus leaving a not profit of 
Rs. 1,187 or 2’05 per cent, on the gross earning as against Rs. 50.309-1.3-(b 
Rs. 48,900-14rl0, Rs. 1,409-8-2 and 2‘80, per cent, respectively of the previous 
year.

Unfortu- 
nately 35 accidents occurred during the year, of which, it is satisfactory lo 
note, none proved fatal. Only one was serious. 

The capital expenditure during the year was Rs. 8,694 whiidi brings 
the total capital expenditure on the Oollicrj- to Rs. 1,91.134 from flic commence- 
ment of operations to the end of the year under review. 

2Iullani Mitti . — The Mitti exported during the year was 74,392 mauncls. 
of which 56,080 maunds, were from Madh and 18,312 maunds from the Palana 
Mine. In the last year the total quantity exported was 52,784 maunds, f>. 
40,366 maunds from 'Madh and 12,418 maunds from Palana. 

The sale proceeds amounted to Rs. 4,639-13-6 (Rs. 1.731-9-6 from JIadh 
and Rs. 2,908-4-0 from Palana) as against Rs, 3.187-1-6 (Rs. 1.256-1-6 from

Eucmio-v. 

215. The year under report was one oi substantial progress as regard.-^ 
this important Department in view of the measures of reform and improvoinenl. 
sanctioned by His Highness the Maharajah as Jubilee boons. These were 
briefly: — 

1. The special appointment of a Director of Education for three 
years in order thoroughly to overhaul the Doparlinont and to 
see what further improvements are possible to place it on a 
satisfactory basis. 

2. Raising the present Durbar High School to the status of a 
College. 

3. Provision of a commodious Hostel for the students of tho 
• College at a cost of Rs. 40,000. 

4. Increase in the number of scholarships tenable at the Walter 

Nobles’ School. 

0 . Additional boarding accommodation attached to tho Walter 
Nobles’ School. 

t). Institution of a system of grants-in-aid, for a wider diffusion of 
primary education. 

7. Provision for technical education and the training of local men 

for service in the various State Departments. 

8. Appointment of itinerant mistresses to teach girls who observe 
strict purdah. 

These measures, it is expected, will not only bring primary education 
within the reach of all classes of tho people, both male and female, but provide 
facilities for tho more ambitious in the shape of higher and technical 
education. 

216. The total expenditure under this head, including tho expenses 
incurred in connection with the Ma 3'0 College at Ajmer, amounted to 
Rs. 41,384-4-3 during the ye.ar under report against Rs. 37,640-2-11 in the year 
preceding.

— The nnmber of the Bikaner 
smdents reading in (he above College at the close of the year was nine the 
same as in the previous year, lilaharaj Jaginal Singh of Khilorian, a nephew 
of Ills Highnc.ss the Maharajah, who left the College in December 1911 after 
]):\ssing tho Diploma Examination, has now joined the State service as Secretary 
in the Foreign Dopartment, Mahkma Khas. 

219. Din-lmr JJtjh School, Jhlcancr. Anglo-Verriaciilor Scciion.— Six ))OVi^ 
were pent up from this Schotd lor the Matriculation Examination of tin- 
.Cialt'ah.'id Dniver.sity during the year, of whom throe were succcs.sfni. all being 
placed in the Srd Divi-sion. 

An rr-Ptudeiit of the School was sent to Dliulin to learn E.xcise work, 
lie returned after receiving the necessary training, and was employed n> the 
State Exebe Dopartmer.'.. 

£20. Thfi .Innual Celrbration ami rrize Di.vtrihniion ofilic l''i-hool w.ns held 
on 2r>tb .Septtmhvr 1932, along xvith the opening ceremony by Ilfs Mighnes.; 
ill*' llaharajah of {he Dntigar College htiilding, comuructod at a eofii 
of lt*e l,iS,SI(5. Th:t' xv.as made an ott-.asion of a fail state cerfmojiial .as the 
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Institution ife to bear tbe revered name of His late Iligbiicss JIabarajab 
Sri Dungar Singbji Bahadur. In bis opening ppocch, His Higbitess 
referred to the educational policy of His late Highness tuid the progre'-s 
made under the present administration ; and, after declaring the building 
open, asked Mrs. Windham, the wife of tho Picsident, who was present by 
special invitation, to give away tlie prizes. 

221. It is proposed to commence the College Classes as soon as six 
students are forthcoming to join the First Year Class. 

Tho progress of the boys in outdoor games has been satisfactory. A t 
tbe local Football Tournament, held in November 191 J, tho School team 
proved victorious after a hard struggle with the Ganga Risala Team. ^J'hc 
Kajputana School sports for ilie year xvere abandoned on account of the pre- 
valence of plague at Ajmer. 

222. Hindi Book-Jeenping School. — Nine boys were examined this year as 
against six in the preceding year, and all were successful. 

223. Commercial Training School. — Twenty-six boys arc returned as 
having completed a course of practical training in this school during the year. 

224. The Telegraph Training School. — Eighteen candidates of this ScJiool 
passed tho test examination held at Ajmer. 

225. Walter Nobles’ School, Bikaner. — In consequence of the increase 
in tho annual grant for scholarships that was made last year, the number of 
boys increased, as many as 52 joining the School during the year under report. 

The number of bo 3 'e in the Boarding House was 38 against 34 of tlie 
last year. Considerable e.xtcnsions are about to be carried out to tbe Boarding 
House on a plan wdiicb will bring it on to an architectural level with the 
school building itself and provide suflicient accommodation for the ever 
increasing number of boarders. 

Kanwar Surajmal Singh of Pareora, a student of tbe school, who 
entered this year for the Bajputana Middle School Examination, passed 
creditably, being placed in the 2nd Division. He is now being trained in 
practical revenue w'ork in tlie Sadar Nizamat Court. 

Thakur Kbet Singb of Knmbbana, an cx-sludcnt of tbe School who was 
sent to tbe Police Training School, Pbillour, returned after completing the full 
course of instniction and has been appointed a Sub-Inspector in the Police 
Department. 

Mabaraj Sri Pirthi Singhji of Khilerian — brother of Maharaj Sri Jagmal 
Singbji Sahib — wms sent to the Mayo College in April 1912. 

226. Dhtrict Schools. — The number of Schools in the Districts rcm.aincil 
the same as in the previous year, viz., 35, though the number of boy« attending 
ihe,se Schools increased by 234. 
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np to iJic middle standard lias been introduced intd llic-Scliools 
at Sadarsbahr, Sujangarli and llajgarh. but His Highness’s clVorts in the direc- 
tion of a wider didusion of pritnarj- village education are still greatly impeded 
bv incai conditions, the number oflargc towns and villages capable of supporting 
cei'.ools beino very small and the distances between them very great. The agn- 
cuitt.ra! and"pastoral oceupatious of the bulk of the rural population and their 
mitrratory habits introduce another difficulty. With the object, however, of 
s‘>curing'what further oxtousion of primary education is possible under the 
j.r.>.cnt conditions, a system of grants-in-aid has been sanctioned, by Avhicli 
j.rivate schools in the State will be subsidized and Hindi taught with oral

237. The Police, being armed only with obsolete weapons, were at a 
great disadvantage again.“t dacoits who in many cases possessed breech-loading 
rifles. At the request of the Darbar, however, the Government of Indi;t 
provided 250 breech-loading muskets tvith necessary ammunition, which 
cannot fail to have a very beneficial cDect in promoting and maintaining th*> 
public peace and the security of life and property. 

238. Criminal Tribes.— The Sub-Inspccfor specially appointed for the 
supervision of the tribes made a lour in Snratgarh and Bik.anor Districts and 
two %nas of Rcni Sub-Tehsil during the month of September ltil2. The 
supervision has continued to be satisfactory and the behaviour of the tribes 
is reported to be improving-.

Medical DEPAnTMEXT. 


240. The Department, remained under the charge of SIajor 0. M. Good- 
body, F.R.C.S.L, I.M.S., Director of the Medical Department, throughout the 
year. 

241. IlospUuh and Dispensaries . — During the year under report the total 
number of dispensaries in the State was 17 against 16 of the last year, the 
increase being due to the inclusion of the Railway Dispensary at Churu, which 
though opened last year, was not shown in the statement received from 
the Medical Department. 

242. With a view to extending medical relief still more widely. His 
Highness the Maharajah was pleased to sanction as one of the Jubilee 
boons the following additions to the existing medical institutions - 

(a) A voll-cquippcd Zenana Hospital at the onpilal at an approximate cost of 
Its. 33,000. Tin’s is now appro.acliing completion. 

{li) An X-Itay.s In.«talIntion at the Bhagwan Das Hospital, Bikaner. This has 
already boon jirovidod anti the apparatus is in full working onlcr. 

(e) A new dispensary at llasuwala, the centre of a thickly populated dislriot 
where a now Tohsii is proposctl to he established. 

(ff) A new branch dispensary for the fast growing town of Gangushahr and 
the adjoining suhurhs of the Bikaner City,

244. The total expenditure incurred on the Medical Department during, 
the year was Rs. 38,091 against Rs. 33,469 of the previou.s year.. 


245. St. John's Amhulanec Association . — In 1 91 1 a ponnanent branch of this 
•Association was opened in Bikaner and from July last onwards a series of 
lectures was givvin by Major Goodbody which wore .attended by His 
Highness, his Staff and some of the principal European Officers of the State, 
Clas.scB have also been formed for the Army, Police, Railway and Schools 
which are conducted by the Assistant Surgeon attached to the Bhagwan 
Das Hospital, tinder the supervision ttf Major Good I'ody.

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249. Ejjtdcmic Diseases . — Previous to the year under report the State had 
very fortunately been free from any serious outbreak of epidemic diseases. Hut 
this year unhappily jdague broke out at Kajgarh tvhich is situated about KiO 
miles east of Bikaner on the railway in April 1912. The outbreak was duo to 
infection from Sirsa in British territory' which is in close proximity. 

250. On receipt of infonnation, prompt and efficient precautionary and 
preventive measures were at once taken, such as evacuating, cleaning and 
disinfecting houses, segregating suspicious cases with their families and closing 
rat holes. 

251. The Director of the Medical Department visited Kajgarh on the 
15th April and everything necessary and possible was done to stamp out the 
epidemic with the least possible delay. 

252. The first case was reported on the 9lh April and the last on the 20ih. 
No case or death was reported after the 2l6t April. There were altogelher 18 
cases and 18 deaths. 

253. Small-Pox . — 11 cases and 9 deaths wore reported during the year 
under report. 

254. Vital StaiiHtm . — The table below gives the figures for the Municipal 
areas, including railway lines ; —

255. The total number of sho-camels, including young ones, at the close 
of the year was 1,567 besides 45 maiyas (stallions), as against 1,548 she-camels 
and 42 stallions in the year preceding.

259. Tho health of tho prisoners was also good throughout the year. 
Quiuino as a prophylactic was administered during the rainy season and there was 
l)metically no malaria. There were four deaths during the year under report, one 
from phthisis, another from paralysis, a third from chronic bronchitis and the 
fourth from heart-failure following asthma, 

200. All these were chronic cases and in none of them was the disease 
contracted in the Jail. 

201. Jatl Manufactured , — The net earnings of the Jail manufactures for 
the year amounted to Ks. 3,062-2-6 against Rs. 8,351-2-3 of tho previous year, 
showing a decrease of Rs, 5,288-15-9 which is attributable to the following 
causes ; —

26-i. The fair al Kolayat was held this year from iho 2iul lo the 6th 
F'ovember 11)11, and the pilgrims assembled numbered 17,000 peieons. 

265. The fair at Gogameri lasted from 27th August to 26th Sepiembor 
1912, and was attended by about 55,000 persons. The income derived from 
the sale of cattle amounted to Rs. 23.171-10-9 against Rs. 8.301-9-3 in the 
previous year, showing an increase of Rs. 14,870-1-6. due to the excellent 
grass and fodder in the Nohar Tehsil and at Gogameri itself which brought 
a large number of cattle to the fair. 

266. The fair at Mokara lasted from 15th to ISth February 1912, and 
was attended by about 8,000 people, almost all Bishnoi Jats. 

GARDENS DEPARTMENT. 

267. This Department which was formerly under the Comptroller of the 
Household was placed under the administrative charge of the Home Member 
of Council in May 1912. 

268. Puhlic Parle . — The Public Park was a new addition to the existing 
State Gardens during the year. The idea of it originated in His Highness 
the Maharajah’s desire to perpetuate the historical importance of the Purojal 
District near Aurangabad, in His Highness the Nizam’s territory, granted by the 
Emperor Aurangzeb to His Highness’s ancestor, Raja Karan Singhji, for 
valuable war services rendered in the Deccan. This was in the possession of the 
Durbar till 1904 when it was ceded to the Government of India for cantonment 
purposes in exchange for certain cash compensation and two villages Babalwas 
and Rattakhera — adjoining- the Bikaner border — over which the Imperial 
Government have transferred full rights to the Durbar. The scheme was 
gradually enlarged and, thanks to the public spirit of the people of Bikaner, it 
has been possible to complete this spacious park, covering an area of about 35 
acres and estimated to cost Rs. 4,15,000, w’hich has been met entirely by public 
subscriptions. It will form a place of public resort, and is designed to contain 
monuments to the memory of those who have earned the gratitude of the 
Durbar by their services to the State. 

269. Though the work was originally commenced in March 1910, 
progress was at first naturally slow, for not only had careful plans and surveys 
to be prepared but large clearances had to be made, while in addition to other 
difficulties, the work was specially hampered by the failure of the rainfall 
last year, whilst this year again, though the other districts of the State wore 
more fortunate, Bikaner City itself had very little. It lia.s therefore been 
impossible to turf the whole of the Park. The earthwork was finished by 
the end of July last and top-dressing and turfing were taken in hand just 
after the first rains during the year. Turfing and planting trees and shrubs, 
etc., are still being done. 

270. The progress so far made has not been unsatisfactory, taking into 
consideration the scanty rainfall and the insufficient supply of water. Adequate 
arrangements are about to be made for a pumping plant to ensure a succo.^sful 
and permanent water-supply which is available in abundance at a depth of 
300 feet

was extond‘’d in the old ^^oghal style. 

272. Rnitf'iij Siotion Gnnkn. — A .«mall garden in Ironi of the Railway 
Station was laid out and turfed. 

273. Tk' Giijun- Garden. — An extensive camping ground lying between 
the old Palace and the olcctric sub'Station was prepared and a small garden 
in front of the new Palace laid out. The terrace between the new Palace and 
rho billiard room has been turfed, some walks and beds in front of the old 
Ihalacc were re-arranged and the Purdah-garden and small plots of garden 
here and there laid out. 

274. Plants and Seeds . — Many plants were imported from Lahore, 
‘Saharan pur, Agra and ifadras and the seeds of English flowers direct from 
England. Ow’ing to the scarcity of water, propagation by grafting was not 
ho sali'jfaclory this year. 

27.j. The total expenditure of the upkeep of gardens during the year 
under report was Rs. 35,354-0-3 as against Rs. 30,254-4-6 in the year preceding. 

Wells DEPARTJtENT. 

276. Like the Gardens Department this Department was formerly 
under the Comptroller of the Household but was placed under the 
Home Member of Council in May 1012. There were altogether 19 wells 
under the control of this Department, 3, viz., Karnisagar, Chautina and Jail 
woHs being fitted with electric motor pumps, and a fourth one, the NawaU 
sugar, with a steam pump, the rest being worked by bullocks. 

277. The total income of the Department during the year under report 
w.as Rs. 13,2l>S-l-2 as against Its. 12,246-4-0 in the preceding year while the 
total expenditure incurred was Rs. 11,782-14-0 against Rs. 11,791-8-6 in the last 
year, showing a net income of Rs. 1,516-3-2 during the year under report. 



CHAPTER VII. 


The Military Department. 


278. Tho actual strength of the forces during 1911-12 as compared 
with that of tho last year is given below : — 
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279. Oil 15th October 1911, Lance Haick Ganpat Singh of the Ganga 
Risala, and Lance Naicks Borisal Singh and Ladhu Singh of the Sadul Light 
Infantry were sent to Uinhala to undergo a course of instruction in Physical 
Training and were all granted First. Class certificates. 

280. At the invitation of the Government of India 100 rank and file of 
the Ganga Risala and 300 of the Sadul Light Infantry proceeded by special 
train on 19th November 1911 to Delhi for tho Coronation Durbar during which 
they were stationed at the Imperial Service Troops Camp. The Ganga Risala 
was attached to the Divisional Troops and tho Sadiil Light Infantry to tho First 
Imperial Service Brigade. They took part in the Grand Review held by Ilis 
Imperial Majesty on the Barari plain on 14th December 1911, and on many 
occasions had the honour of lining the roads during tho passage of Their 
Imperial Majesties, They returned to Bikaner on 25^ December 1911. 

281. Jamadar Bharat Singh of the Ganga Risala received a silver 
medal as second prize for Bayonet Fighting from the hands of His Mo.'t 
Gracious Majesty the King-Emperor at the Delhi Slilitary Tournament. 

282. On 13th January 1912, a party of 5 non-commissioned officers and 
men of the Ganga Risala under Adjutant Heer Singh was senttoMcenit to 
lake part in the Bengal-Punjab Rifle Association Meeting where 3 of tho party 
won seven prizes in the various events. 






From 6th to lOth Fehruary 3912 Captain Roulh, ofliciaung Deputy 
Adjnlant Goncral for Muelcetiy, Imperial ServiceTroopSj iuepecied ; 
the Muskcirr of iho Ganga KiBala and the SadiiD Light Infantry and iras 
.satisfied with the work done by the two regiments. The Field Firing of the 
GaiicraDisala nndSadul Light Infantry took place on 10th February 1912 near - 
village Sheoburi in his presence and the percentage of hits scored by the Ganga 
ftisala and Sadul Light Infantry was 15 and 12 respectively, against 17 of 
'the Ganga Disala Iasi year, which alone took" part in the Field Firing on that 
occasion. At' the close of the year nndor report there wore 9 officers and 
7 non-commissioned officers in the Ganga Risala and 2 officers and ,5 
non-commissioned officers in tho Sadul Light Infantry duly qualified at the 
School of Musketry, against 9 officers and 5 non-commissioned officers and 1 
officer and 3 non-commissioned officers respectively last year. ' 

28-1. There were 3 Instructors, 6 First Class and 9 Second;Class Signallers 
in tho Ganga Risala and 2 Instructors, 1 First Class and 9 Second Class 
Signallers in tho Sadul Light Infantry at the end of the year under report. 
The general result of the Signalling Inspection of the two regiments made 
by tho Inspector of Signalling, Imperial Service Troops, was satisfactory, 

285. On 29th February 1912, Jemadar Megh Singh and Havildar Chander 
Singh of tho Sadul Light Infantry were sent to Fahan (Sirmur State) lor 
instruction in Pioneer duties. Both passed the test, Jamadar Megh Singh 
.standing Superior First in tho class. 


286. Thukur hloti Singh of Raisar was appointed Senior ABsistanl 
Commandant of the Ganga Risala, rfee Kanwar Jeoraj vSingh promoted to be 
Commandant. 


287. In order to aflbrd increased comfort to the men of tho State Forces, 
lUs Highness the Maharajah was pleased to sanction the free grant of white 
drill lull dro.«s uniforms at a cost of Rs. 7,740-0-3 for use in summer during 
which serge full dress uniforms had previously been ■worn,

Speech delivered hj Li.-Qolonel E. St. A. Wake, I. A., at the Banquet given to 
His Highness the Maharajah hy the British residents of Bikaner on 28th SepiemUr. 
1912. 

To-night marks the end of the celebration of the actual Jubilee of llis 
Highness the Maharajah of Bikaner, and it is fitting that, while for the past week 
his subjects have united in testifying to their loyalty and devotion, we, who, 
though not sons of the soil, have eaten his salt, should show ourselves, if the last 
yet not the least sincere in our congratulations and good wishes. 

I do not propose to recount the history of the past 25 years — the most 
momentous epoch in the annals of Bikaner — but I will ask you to bear in mind 
that for 15 years out of the 25, the whole burden has rested on the shoulders of 
our honoured guest. 

If the toil has been his, his too must be the results and the credit. Wo 
have seen many reforms carried out and many more planned. We have watched 
His Highness in his daily wrestle with tho growing accumulation of work, and 
personally direct and inspire every department in his State. We have seen 
palaces and pleasure gardens spring from the desert, and mud hovels transformed 
into avenues of carved stone. Wo have stood by while he broke records in sport, 
led his troops in the field, aud took his place among tho premier Princes of India 
round the King-Emperor. 

In all his plans and enterprises he has claimed tho services of English 
officers, and I dare assert that, with rare exceptions, all have repaid him with 
loyal service and hearty appreciation.

Sirdars of Bikaner.— I have received your loyal address with great 
pleasure, and I thank you most warmly for the sentiments which you have 
expressed, and for tho very beautiful casket which I shaU value not only for 
itself but, whac is more than this, as a momeuto of this occasion and as an 
outward sign of tho feelings which binds ns together, aud as a token of veur 
cordial good-will. 



Tho I.ist 25 years Lave, as you say, boon marked by many change?. 

I hope and IkHcvc that they have worked and will work for the improvemont d 
the adrnjnlBiration and the prosperity and conlontmcm of all. Progress and 
ehangofl, I know, aro viewed by eome with misgivings. Old and 'cherished 
castom.o, old nicthodfi of life, are slowly but surely giving place to new. And 
whfrotho past is as precious— and deservedly precious — as it is to us Eajputs, wo 
cannot but regret the loss of any link that binds us to it. 

Wo aro proud of our traditions — traditions of courtesy, of courage, and of 
chivalry — and wo aro proud also of, what to many may seem old-fashioned, our 
ceremonies, our rules of conduct, and our family customs, and I have always 
tried, as T know that every true Rajput has tried, to preserve onr traditions and 
to keep up the high 6tand.ard of the Rajput ideals, ideals which will never bo 
out of date. Wo inusf, however, recognize that times have changed ; Ave tnust 
try to combine what is best in tho past with what is best in modern life and 
habits, and to aim at what is best for the future. While no one loves and clings 
to the traditions of our r.nce more fondly than myself, yet I am conscious (hat 
there is a danger of Rajputs falling behind in tho competition of modern condi- 
tions, This ought not, and must not, be allotvcd to happen ; it rests willi you^ 
Sirdars, to take tho lead in checking this tendency. RnjpulB have shown in 
recent times that they can still liold their position ns soldiers as they have held 
it all ihrotigii history, but under tho JPax Brifannica fighting is now-, unfor- 
tunately for warriors, of rare occurrence, and we cannot therefore all bo soldiers 
only ; we mast turn our activities into other channels and not be content to rest 
on our laurels. . It is not only in tho baltlofiold that you can show your loyalty 
to myself and tho State, but in every field whore manly endeavour can find 
ft scope. 

In all departments of tho State administration 1 have tried to give tho 
proferonco in iny appointmonts to those who were horn and bred in Rikaner. 
Mv motto in this has been “ Bikaner for the Bikaneris.” It is for yon to fit 
yourselves, by taking advanUgo of tho facilities of edneation that aro ofierod to 
yon, to take an active part in the State administration ns becomes tho natural 
leaders of the people in the State. If Bikaneris are going to retain positions of 
sialhority in Bikaner, and Rajputs in Rajputana, they must train thernsch-es to be 
fitted to vsercise high powers and rcspon«ibilitioB ; for not only is the field before 
them unlimited but the openings are unique. Speaking genorall}-, qualified c.®.n-

Your words, Members of the Mohammedan Deputation, have given me 
special pleasure to listeu to : for it docs you great credit, which I am not 
slow to recognise, that in spite of tho comparative smallness of your numbers 
you have, by this mauifostation of your loyalty and good-will, given clear 
proof that you realize that I have tried to act impartially to all alike, whatever 
their creed : and it is gratifying to hear from your own lips that you recognizo 
that you share with the members of other religions all the privileges of equal 
treatment, equal laws and justice, and equal freedom from interference, in your 
relirious and social customs, subject only to the restriction (which also docs not 
apply to you alone, but to aU persons of all i-oligions alike) that no one creed 
shall wound the religious feelings or prejudices of tho others. You are, and 
shall remain, with this proviso, freeto observe all the practices of your religion.

Speech delivered by His Highness the Maharajah at the 
• Opening of the Dungar College, 25th September, 1912. 

Gentlemen, — It is nearly three and a half years ago that I last had tho 
pleasure of presiding over the annual celebration and prize distribution of this 
school, and though for various reasons I regret that I have not been able to do so 
in person in tho last two years, yet it is perhaps not inappropriate that I should 
have been able on two successive occasions to .announce the inception and the 
completion of tho purpose which we see embodied before us to-day, and that tho 
celebrations in honour of my twenty-five years’ roign should include a ceremony 
of this kind, which is concorned with an institution which is not only one in 
which I am deeply interested, but which bears tho name of His late Highness — 
my dear and revered Brother. 

You have just heard from Pandit Krishna Shankcr Tiwari’s address 
some of the reasons which have made so appropriate the association of this 
institution with the name of His late Highness Maharajah Sri Dungar Singhji 
Bahadur. As I said in 1909, we can norcr forget tiiat it was duo to tho wise 
policy which His late Higlincss laid down that our present educational system 
owes its original stimulus and its very existence, and above nil that it was in 
His late Highness’s reign that the leaching of English was first started in tho 
State, and no more fitting memorial to his name, and none that ho would have 
desired or appreciated more, could he conceived than this stately and beautiful 
building, which it is my earnest prayer may stand for many years as a token of 
love and affection towards him whose name it bears, as a landmark of progre.ss 
and enlightenment, and as an outward and visible sign of the iutorcst of the 
Rulers of Bikaner in all that concerns the welfare of their people. 

Amono- these, oar interest in education holds a high place, and I am 
o-Iad to say that since His late Highness’s lamented demise, twenty-five years ago, 
we have been able to carry on still further the progress which ho did so much 
to foster. 

. In 1S9S-99 when I came of age, tho number of State schools in Bikaticr 
was 2S, it is now 4d ; the number of pupils has also increased considerably ; 
besides this there are now 78 private iusiiiulions with 3,01.5 ptipils, whicii jsoints 
to the steady and gratifying interest now manifested in education by private 
persons iliroughout the State. 

The cause of education suffers under certain grave disadvantages in 
Bikanor, the sparse population and tho vast distances between the villages, and 
tho natural apathy of the people in rural tracts, present peculiar difilcnlticH. 
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!nt figtrrea I hsvo quoted epcak for lliemsolvcp. Wo have progressed 
and aro proi^ssinp:, and with a view to a etil! further advance along the samn 

I lisvo panctioacd farther edncational moasnres which wore announced 
vefsterd&v at the Durbar in the list of hoone, and 1 hope they will be appreciated 
and taken full advantage of by the public. 

I congratulate the staff and students on this School being raised to the 
stains of a College, and I hope that tho requisite number, of scholars will be 
lortlicoming at onco so ns to enable the First Year Class to bo opened without 
delay. I am sure tho State and the Educational Department arc also to be 
.'ongratulated on tho special appointment, as Director of Education, of Jlr. 
llcrbcrt Sherring, Vice-Princip.al of tho Mayo College, Ajmer, who will bo with 
us in a few weeks. Owing to ray frequent visits to tho Mayo College as a 
Member of the College Council and Managing Commitleo, not only is this officer 
well known to mo as an experienced educationist, with a wide knowledge of 
Rajputana, but I can further speak of him as an intimate personal acquaintance, 
as ho w.as on tho staff of the Mayo Collcgo when as a hoy I was prosecuting 
say studies there, and I have every hope that his experience and abilities aNdll bo 
of the greatest advantage to tho cause of education in tho Staio. 

I liopo that tho future will sco a still greater advance — an advance which 
will bo marked not only by more favourable slatistics, but W’hat is oven more 
important — by tho high general level of the instruction imparted, by a raising of 
tho status, and thus an improvement of tho cla.ss of teachers, and by infusing into 
our education a tone of lofty principles and a standard of noblo ideals. 

For it is by its “ tone,” oven more than by tho standard of its 
intollecittal inslniclionB, that the value of a school can bo g.augcd,and it is by the 
character of tho hoys rather than by their ability to pass examinations that it can 
do most for society. I do not wish to belittle the value of intolleclual training. 
No one admires intellect more than I do. But intellect without chnractor is of 
little avail, and character in boys can only he developed by the moral influence 
cf their teachers, by the encouragement of the manly qualities, and by rigorous 
discipline. I want the Dungar College, as it will honcoforward be called, 
to U'» n model to other oduc.atiQnal institutions in these respects, and to turn 
out u--.eful and sclf-roliaiit members of society. 

Gentlemen, it has been a great pleasure to me to listen to the Head 
Mai't'-rV interesting account of progress in every direction, and I congratulate 
him on tho same, and I much appreciate his eloquent words of loyalty and 
‘’nj 5 s:rs',nlatiotis on behalf of tho staff and tho students of this College. I wieh 
him and tho Dungar College good luck, and will now proceed to open the now 
iiii-Utig.

Whatever sucooss has been 
nchiovod is dne, as I have said on two occasions in the last wock, to the loyal 
co-operatioJi, nnliring energy and ungrudging Jiard work of the officers of tbo 
State in which the British officers have vied with their Indian brother officers in 
giving n>c their host services, and I should like to take this opportunity of 
gratefully acknoAvlcdtring the same. 

Tadics and Gontloincn, I have on more than one occasion said that tho 
State can boast of officers second to none in ability and experience, and my 
remarks apply both to tho European and Indian officials. At no lime could this 
have heou more truly slated than the present. 

Wc Indians — and specially wo Rajputs — aro not slow to show our gratitudo 
v.-hcre it Iirs been earned, and wc never forget good work and faitljful Bcrvicos 
where they have been rendered. 


To-night, however, my remarks have special reference to tho British officers 
of the State — our hosts of this evening. 


Foremost among them comes the name of my friend Colonel Wake, who 
has put me and indeed the whole State under an obligntiou by tho conscientious 
manner in which ho is performing the responsible and onerous task of edticating 
the Mrdiaraj Kumar and training him to be.able, when the lime comes, to do his 
duly as the Ruler t>f thi« State.

I should like to take this opportunity of also thanking my old friend, 
Mr. LaTouche, the Manager of our State Railways, and his able stafl of ofiiccrs 
who have contributed so much to the progress and prosperity of the State and 
its people by their devotion to duty under conditions which at times cannot but 
be very trying especially when they aro out on the line. Mr. LaTouche, whose 
unavoidable absence at Simla on duty, I regret, has been longest in the service 
of the State amongst the British officers. By the scrupulous discharge of his 
duties and his loyal and faithful services ho has won the respect and the good- 
will of both the Jodhpur and Bikaner Durbars, and by his imfailiug courtesy, 
his intimate knowledge and gra^^p of the customs and ways of, and his free and 
friendly intercourse with our people, by his reciprocating in the same spirit 
the proverbial Rajput courtesy, and by his genuine sympathy and love for the 
people of the country he has won our friendship and our affection. 

It would be tedious were I to name all the gentl(;men in the other branches 
of the State service who have also done excellent work, bui I would ask yon all 
to be assured that I am not ungrateful to you for what you have done, in 
different ways and in different spbero.s, and for the whole-hearted and loyal 
manner in which you have applied that tradition of devotion to duty which is 
part of the heritage of Englishmen and Englishwomen. And I would like io 
thank the various officers in the Public Works, Electrical and Engineering 
Departments, and couple with them the names specially of Mr. Phillips and 
Mr. Drummond — two of the oldest officials of the State, 

To Major Finnis, who, as Inspecting Officer of Imperial Service Troops, is 
appointed by Governraeut in accordauco with their generous policy (o advise and 
help us in military matters and to train our troops, I would like to convey the 
sincere thanks of my troops, and to join with them those of myself, for (lie 
interest and trouble ho has always taken in his duties. 

Though they have joined us comparatively recently I should also like to 
mentiou Major Goodhody, the Director of our Medical Department, who ha^ 
effected such improvements iu his department and who has inspired sncli general 
confidence by his skill both as a surgeon and as a physician ; Dr. lilar.eh, an old 
friend of ours, to whom I and my Family arc indebted for her skilled attendance 
and professional servicos during tho pa.si fen years. Mr, Barr, oiir po 2 )i!lar 
Accountant General — who has rendered yeoman service and worked wonders 
within the short space of a year and who, in spito of an Accountant General's 
work being a thankless task, has won the friendship and the resi>ecf of his 
colleao-ues in tho other departments; and Captain M.-dlicott for the able and 
painstaking manner in which ho is assisting mo in tho arrangements in connec- 
tion with tho Jubilee and His Excellency tho Viceroy’.^ visit, which entails such 
heavy work and responsibility on him,

The immhor of British officers parlicipntiug in the 
adiiiiidstr.ation of tlse State has irinfoascd very considerably in tho p.a8t feiv years 
-■> much so that I am aware that there is a certain amount of unfriendly eriticisTir 
in this connection in certain (pmrters outside our Stale. But where the intercst.s 
of tho a Iministration are concerned, fallow no room for other considerations. 
Whni 1 rnr>! that the employment of British oflicerR will tend to greater eflicienoy 
.«.id n^e'iilnnjs ; when tlie Meuiher.s of my Council foci, as they do, that the 
Britis]) oP.ieers are of conspicuous .ability and tlins cminciitly fitted to fill the 
p>-iiions thoy occiijiy and that tlmy Haiisfactorily discharge the duties etiirusted 
i') ihfui, it is only natnra! that we should avail onrseives ofthe-ir services or 
I'!*-' we should Lk' failing in our duty to the State — our sole object being to 
f'iitain the Ik-sI possible taienls for tbe p.arficu!ar kind of work rerjuired and to 
put thi- right man in t!ie rigla place. The Briti.sh officers have not only been 
in-,'.nnnei(ta! in bringing liie work of thc-ir departments to tlic requisite staudard 
of ftiicici'iy but tin y have also spared no pains in training the pubordiiiaie 
mlimrs whkdi. in t lie ease of those appointment.s which are of a temporary 
ii.Muro. will sp-c:ial!y lie of great value hereafter. Tlio British officers in the 
Siam sr.rvif.,) have, <in the otiicr hand, I trust, found hero a congenial almosphc-rt> 
lu w'hrdt to work, ami I iiope and believe, that they have received sympatheti'- 
support not only from myself but also iiom the Members of my Cotincil, under 
V j ortfoiios their respective departments are constituted. AVe have tlius 
h o ri tibie to woik in a Spirit of imifunl co-operation and good-wili to the great 
rili.-ntago of all eom'i rued; aiid whenever circnmsianco.s render it ueoc-ssary that 
m<rro Biitb h oifu’-re should bo employed, wo shall continue in the policy vvhHt 
w-* have b'.!.n purMiitig ~d far.

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the West together tlie Europeans and my people— which 1 had hupod "ivonld 
not only contribute to social amenities, hut wonici also I'.aTc iniportanl end 
far-reaching results. 

I am a profound believer in the great .advantage^ that arc likely m aecrii'’ 
hoth to England and to India from intimate and friondiv social relation"' i)eiwtoii 
the European and Indian gcnlieincn out here, and I have ahvay.s tlionghl that 
in this respect a very heavy responsibility rests on the two connnunitics, lor ilm 
results of their actions and the effects wliich they will prodnee will not be confined 
to the prssont generations only but will e.vtcud to generations which come after us. 

As remarked by Lord Minto. wlien Viceroy of India, at a hanijurt given 
at the Calcutta Club, it is upon a sympathetic recognition of those relations that 
the political future and happiness of this conntr}' must largely depend. It is 
the mutual understanding and knowledge of each other, the gentle handling 
of peculiarities of race and creed wdiich will contribute more than anything 
else to the good government of India. Said Lord ilinto “ National and rncia! 
diQ’erences of thought and ways of life there must be ; but if 1 may say so, a 
good fellow — and in its proper interpretation that means a great deal — i.s a 
good fellow alllho world over to whatever nationality or race he may belong.” 
To Lord Minto’s words I should like to add ‘ gontleman ’ after a ‘ good follow.’ 

In Rajputana and bore in Bikaner wc start with an advantage. Wc 
Hajputs are not so hide-bound and tied dowm by caste and religious restric- 
tions ; there is a groat deal in common between the Englishman and the 
Rajput ; both have glorious traditions of the past specially as soldiers and both 
are imbued with the love of sport and of horsemanship ; and each has for 
generations extended to the other the hand of friendship and good fellowship. 
'The Englishman and the Rajput have, thank God. never fought against each 
other, but they have often fought shoulder to shoulder, under the British flag — 
ao-ainst a common foo— even during tho dark days of the Mutiny ; and it sliould 
be remembered that the Rajput States came into official contact and relationship 
'.vith the British Government by the peaceful means of treaties of " alliance 
and friendship.” 

Tho Englishman and tho Rajput have thus all tho more justification to 
meet on terms of friendship and eijuality, of which, it must bo said to the 
credit of both parties, they have hitherto taken full advantage. The rclaiions, 
even wdthin my own recollection, between the two communitic.-: liave improved 
in the happiest way. A better acquaintance with the good qualities of each 
other have led to the Englishman s coming out from his shell of isolation and 
to the Rajput’s coming out from his bonds of conservatism, and this imp])}' and 
judicious ‘blending’ of this East and tho West in this connoefion ai-o. as it 
was termed by my esteemed friend the Resident nl tho Durbar the other day. 
augurs well for the future. If the results are different from what we anticipate, 
it will be tho fault of one or the other of us or of both of us. 

In this connection may I bo permitted to .*=aya few words with roforenco 
to the firture. R is in no presumptuous spirit that I venture to offer these 
remarks I have a great many opportunities of speaking to my B.ajptit brethren 
part'icuhrly, and foray Indian friends generally, on' tlxL subject, but the 
opportunity for addressing my English friends which offers itself lo-irightk, 
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ri’xr r-u»’^Anii 1 ’Rvnid bf'g you to boor -witli me wLiKt I iipoo1% as a ■w*fll-v,-itlicr 
.xn*l tru*' irif'ntl of Kuh the commtinitips. And 1 hope I may claim a B}H-i‘ia! 
prix.ilfK’'' ‘*'3, a« one who ha*; lived with, and been brought up by. 

Eacli'dinif n '••f thf^ typo from his earliest childhood, who can count some 
I’ugli'hinfii ;oi!ong>>t his be-o. and greaiestfrionds in the world, and consequently 
otio wh ». 1 hope, not unrca*-*onabIy. may claim more or less intim.ite knowledge 
of slo'* bp‘'t’s‘«’iety of the two communitio-x. Slay I also add thaimy renlnrk^ 
refer no’, to the pre«ont leaders of ymir sociely who, we all realise, are, by their 
own ex!unpie« and intluonco. already striving in the right direction, nor so 
jauch to the precont European society here but to those %vho may come to reside 
here in the future. 

In th)-' first place I make bold to suggest that a ctircfxd study of our past 
history, traditions and national characferistip.s svould not only afford interesting 
reading but would also bo of the greatest advantage ; for it is by tliis moans 
nlone that the two communities can properly understand each other, and that 
their momhers can avoid those little pitfalls in the obsorv.anco of proper 
eliquett/' and the o.xtonsion of mutual courtesies which somotimos are so apt to 
r.au "0 offence where it is le.ost intended. At the same time ignorance cannot 
alway.s bo iu-lifiod, specially when the two communities arc brought into such 
close and continuous contact. 

d'ho second point which I would particularly emphasiro is that 
Ihajputana is a country of gentlemen ; and the poorest llajjmt in the humblest 
Avalk of life can justly boa^t of the bluest blood running in his veins as good 
as that of any iJulor ot a State. The system of courtesies which wp extend 
pven to each other and also in tho same way to other gentlemen outside our 
coniuiunily i**, as you prolmhly noticed at the Durbar the other day, rallier an 
intricate one. As I said when replying on tho 24tl) Septernher to tho address 
whif’h the Sirdars pro.sentod to me, wc are proud of our traditions of courtesy 
and of chivalry, and wo aro proud also of what to many may seem nld- 
{n«hionei in regard to our coremonic-; .and our ntles of conduct as well as our 
family ciw'.'im*: and wo all try to presorvo these traditions and to keep up the 
higis standard of tho Rajput ideals — ideals v.-hioh we fondly hope will never 
be o:ti .-f date. 

When th*- Indians hero — Rajputs and all — pride thom'-'clvc? on thoir 
f-c.nrpulinta regard in the malU-r of their extending these courtesies, it will ho 
rcalir*',! tb.ai they naturally expect equally scnqntlou.s care btdng exercised in the 
i our5«»<!:t'- being returned to them and with the same punctliionsnesa — which is 
‘.smetinn '• incorfsolly termed undue s^n->itiveno.s-« — and too mucli caro and 
au.iritj m e.cun ;t b-> pr.id tothi« point, sothat there should be nothing containing 
tie- fsinte,.? tra'’C c-f indifference cr sl.nekno"*! or the lugge^tion tjf anything 
i; r.-e ‘•h.ng term^^ — which might produce a jarring note or di-cordant 
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Ladies and Gentlemen, I raise my glass to my itosts of this evening and 
drink to their health and happiness. 


Speech delivered by His Highness the Maharajah at the Presentation 
of Colours, 1 8th October, 19 12- 

Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and men of the Dungar Lancers, 
Ganga Risala and Sadul Light Infantry, — It is a source of much gratification 
to me to present you these Colours, As Hie Majesty the King Emperor said at 
the presentation of Colours at Delhi, “ This Ceremony is a solemn occasion in 
the history of a regiment. For many ages the Colour of a Regiment nrere its 
rallying point in battle. To-day they remain an emblem of duly, the outward 
symbol of God and Empire, and as a record of past victories”. I commit these 
Colours to your keeping and command you to preserve them, cherish them, and 
bear them with respect and honour. 

As you all know, my troops have been much employed by mo. In this 
I have followed the example of my predecessors, the former Maharajahs of Bikaner, 
whose swords were ever ready to maintain their rights and to avenge an injury, 
whether to themselves or their subjects. Nor we have hesitated to assist to the 
utmost of our power the British Government with whom we are allied by ties of 
treaty and friendship ; and on more than one occasion wo have fought and bled 
besides our comrades in the British Army. 

During the dark days of the mutiny in 1857-58 my celebrated ancestor 
Maharajah Sardar Singhji, alone among the Princes of Rajpulann, took the field 
in person. Ho loyally placed horse, foot and guns at the disposal of General 
Van Cortlandt, who was engaged in quelling disturbances in Hariana, with wliom 
the Bikaner troops co-operated; and in a very short time wo hear of the Bikaner 
Troops actively employed in that neighbourhood. They garrisoned both Hissar 
and Hansi at which latter place they wore attacked by some 3,000 mutineers 
who were repulsed and cut to pieces. 

Cur troops also fought six successful actions in the Hariana District, 
though not without loss in killed and wounded ; and there is many a tale of 
fortresses captured, notably at HaTiaripur where we sustained very heavy casual- 
ties, and at Jamalpur ; of refuges succoured and mulinocrs dis.armcd by our own 
people. 

On these and other services of a like nature, men of Bikaner vied with 
each other in performing courageous acts : and I would especially instance the 
exploit of Khct Singh Rathor of Shampura, who at the taking of Baihul. 
distinguished himself by his bravery in mounting the rampart in the face of 
the enemy’s fire. 

His late Highness’s action is thus spoken of in an official despatch by the 
then Agent to the Governor-General in Rajputana to the Government of India: — 

*• Sirdar Singh, Maharajah of Bikaner has from the commencement of the 
outbreak actively exhibited the most loyal friendship and devotion to the 
British Government, and warmly co-operated with us in the field. The Govern- 
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nsent of liuita alr.'aily ncquaintcd v.iU! tup P.njali’p Fcn'icet^ in reseninp'. 
R{T.!r.li!!^r rcfnfrc' to, and Fiipplyin;,’ the toisw of scvoral Europoa}i<«. l',y his 
and the oxamplp of hi-t loyalty, ho chocked disaffection and gave 
ronfidenoo to the wavering. Ko prince in Rajpnl.ana pave Bikaner took the 
tleld in perton in our favour without hcfitation. Ko prince gave the like aid 
in e. arching out and rescuing fugitives — though all gave their hoppitahic sheltf r 
and nijtport, and no other Princt- exhihited Pitch purely dipintorcsicd motives 
in giving t)«< his active apsi'jlancc; and none but the Bikaner Rajah .suffered so 
h>-avy a loss of Ihajpul kindred and Chiefs ^vhilst fighting purely in onr cause. 

I con.sidt'r the loyalty atid good sorvicos of the Bikaner Rajah superior to those 
of any other Chief in Rajpuiana.” 

As an nekiiowledgnient of my anccstor’.s-distiiiguiphcd services and lliote 
of our trartps, Ili^ Higliness was presented in oj)on Durbar with a letter 
addressed to Itim hy order of Her Imperial Majesty Queen Victoria, and with a 
Samtl from His Excellency the Governor General in Council, granting him 41 
villages in the Hi'-sar Di'^trict, which arc now Icnown as the Tibi Pargana. 

A])3rt from our records, reference has been made in the British des- 
palchc.s to every unit of the State P’orccs : my Body Guard greatly distinguished 
themselves on the hard-fought Field of Ilavaripur, my Cavalry Nyero Bpccitdly 
mentioned in the c.apturo of Jnmalpur, and my guns as having assisted at the 
relief of Hansi, while my Infantry were much in ovidouco throughout Iho whole 
of iho'-e opoiation.s : and I wish to congratulate the pre.scnt Commandant of the 
Sadtil Light Infantry, Din Daynl, on the fact that his grandfather, who then 
commanded the Regiment, as well as his father, were in the Regiment and were 
prcMcnt throughotil the campaign — a proud militaiy record for any family of 
soldiers. 

To come to more recent times, my Gnnga Rieala have seen servico and 
wore in China in 1000-01, where I led them myself; and two years later in 
Somaliland, v,-Jierc they saw some hard, fighting and went through a tiydng 
experietico in that desolate country, and earned for themselves as yon know 
ihe distinction of being made the subject of a special field force order from 
the Chief Cotnmandcr. General Sir Charles Egerton. K.C.B., acknowledging 
their Fcrvires. 

I tell you this not that you may be content to live in remembrance of 
our pa*.; p'^rfonnanco, but to remind you that lliese colours iinut bo considered 
th‘> inearnatii.n of ytmrseive«. 

And 1. Vonr Mabarajab, feel quite sure tliat tho^-e into he se bands I 
r tw comnn nd tlii tn. wil), in common with yon all, rtali/c w bat they mean ; 
•stui that each and tnery otm of ;veH will be ready to laydown your life, if 
tir-cefcvary. in the hoi-cnrable duty of ihejr defence. And should the time come 
wh-n ih* Tc m.ny b"' again need ol our forvjcts. I knew that we sbr.ll not be 
j ur.'i waning, and that of ear fathers’ sfsns, we will endeavour to uphold the 
ff I 'itasit r. that h;!« In n b< qm .athed to ns.
